bargo, Agricultural members ‘cri- 
ed “Hear, hear” while members . 
Tepresentjtg harbors. and some 
Rtazing areas. pouring out oppos- 
ing questions until the speaker 
intevened on the grounds that the: 
interrogations wer becoming a de- 
‘bate, The house generally seem- 
ed much more concerned to learn 
of the latest Irish developments. 
It is noteworthy that the minist. 
er of agriculture. said nothing to 
confirm an earlier statement that 
the government's refusal ‘to re- 
méve the embargo was “for the 
present only.” It is quite evident 
that the government places great 
weight upon three considerations : 
Firstly, the Finlay, Commission . 
discredited the notion that meat 
wotdd be really cheaper if Can- 
adian cattle were admitted; 
Secondly, Welsh, Scottish, and 
English small holders would be 
severely hit sand 
Thirdly, the: Canadian govern- 
ment, though welcoming British 
ministers’ 1917 promise to remove 
the embargo after the war, have 
in Boscawen's words. ‘most pro- 
perly always taken the line that 
they do not wish to interfere in 
our home politics or affairs and 
that if we are convinced that re- 
moval of the embargo would be 
detrimental to our interests, they 
would not press the demand,”

Seated at a luxurious desk, sttrrounded by contort and conven- 
iénce, heated by friendly warmth, and safe from’ the inclemencies of 
the weather, the “advisers” are busy admonishing-the,fatmers to go 
in for mixed farming. 

. Probably no one knows better than the farmer himself chat mixed 
fatming t is the safest and surest method of producing’, agricultural 
wealth. There is always something fo sell, and if butter is low, eggs 
may be high; if cattle are selling cheaply, hogs may bring a better 
retarn; turfeys chickens and geese always add to the’ pocket book 
and a cream check is a handy thing to get regularly, 

The “fly in the ointment” as far'as mixed.farming is concerned, is 
the almost endless labor entailed. Arm-chair critics do not think ‘of 
that side of the question. The labor leader demands eight hours, a 
day as a limit to the hours of Work the union man.is cémpelled to.do, 
but the mixed farmer can double that and still have a few Rjiote ‘s left. 
The banker, the capitalist and the political leader say, “go into 
mixed farming,” but not one of them thinks of how in the carly hours 
of the gréy dawn, while the pillow seems so soft to the man of 
wealth and leisure, the farmer must be out among his stock, feeding 
and milking and cleaning out the barn,. The cows have to be milked 
‘night and morning every week day, Sunday and holiday in the year. 

Wheat farming, condemned as it is, has wonderful connpensations 
The land is tilled in the spring.and summer and seeded the proceed- 
ing spring. -Then the autumn.brings the rush of harvest, a ready 
market (low though the price may be) is always attainable and the 
winter is bereft of drudgery.

TRUSTEE QUESTION 

J. W..G. Morrison, mayor of Vermilion, delivered an interesting 
and instructive address on municipal matters before the council of 
that town recently, It would be a pleasure to reproduce Mayor Mor- 
rison’s speech in full, if space permitted, for he dealt frankly and ful 
ly with manydetails‘of municipal activities with which the public are

financing as connected with the towns. This matter has been under 
discussion at the meetings of various public bodies, one notable in- 
stance being ‘the Alberta Association of Municipalities, and at these,

‘|meetings thé project of dispensing with school boards altogether has 


been openly favored. The alternative proposal is to place the schools 


under the control of a committee of the town councils, 


Referring to this, Mayor Morrison said: . 

“There is an anomaly with respect to our schools that is difficult 
to understand. The school district is a governing body in itself. Each 
year it prepares its budget, the town has no say in its preparation, 
It is: handed to the Council and is included in the town’s budget too, 
The town then has to finance the school; it has to pay over the re- 
qurements of the budget whether it has’ collected the necessary 
monies.or not, If the town has to pay out the money it should have a 
say in the expenditure of that money and the budget should come 
from the town and not the school board. The town has to pay its 


| school charges 100 per cent, its debentures 100 per cent, and its em- 


ployes 100 per cent. and yet the collection of taxes amount to about 
60 or 70 per cent. says an exchange.

Mayor Morrison has adopted the quite common mistake of assum- 


Jing that it is “town funds” which are paid over to school boards for 


school purposes, This isnot at all the case. A distinctly separate tax 
is imposed for schools and this is. duly set forth in both. assessment 
and tax notices, For purposes of convenience and economy the asses- 
ment and collection of school taxes is done by the town authories but 
these remain school taxes just the same. ‘If the assessment and col- 
lection of school taxes were left with school boards, there is not the 
slightest doubt in the world that such taxes could be collected in. full 
for it is a fact which cannot be gain-said that people will pay school 
taxes. willingly enough while ordinary taxes are allowed to drift 
along. It canot be too emphatically understood that town councils 
do not pay over town funds to, school boards ; they pay oyer school 
funds and nothing more. 

We must confess an inability to see that point in Mayor Morrison’s 
statement that the town has to pay its school charges 100 per cent 
and other charges likewise. Of course it has to do so. Wliat magic 
would he work whereby he could get off with less. If his statement 
proves anything at all,.it is that school beards finange their business 
so closely that they have to demand their estimates in full, which is 
just, precisely what they do. 

Mayor Morrison, Mayor Gordon: and the other oniuifieed lights 
in’ Alberta who favor making education, a myinicipal side-kick of 
town councils are fighting a losing batle, With possibly one or two 
exceptions there are no towns in AlVerta whose financial difficulties 
are due to over-expenditure on education: ‘Many towns are piay- 
ing the penalty of having had foolish town councils in the past— 
and maybe in the present too—but mighty few 
blame théir financial mess on their school boards.

No comparative tests have been 
made with dairy cattle at this 
Station but turnips are fed every 
winter to milch cows and vcung 
stock, 

The calves are fed-ten potinds 
of sliced turnips mixed with oat 
chop and the yearlings eighteen 
pounds fed the same way. The 
cows get thirty-five pounds mix- 
‘d with meal and cut oat sheaves, 
At no tine while fed in such a 
way do any of the cattle suffer 
from digestive trouble.

Ontario, for example, is reported to have 
profited to the extent of $4,500,000 from succession duties alone this year, 
where as the amount so obtainable in Saskatchewan is a mere bagatelle. 

It was natural, therefore, thafthe Saskatchewan Legislature should again 
and most vigorously voice a demand for.the transfer of the natural resources , 
of the Provinces~o the local Government, and.the sister Prairie Ptovinces 
ean be depended upon to Join in the demand, uch a transfer'must soon be 
effected if a serious financial situation is not to become’ acute, and a still! 
stronger féeling of irritation against the older Provinces develop. because of 
a sense of the injustice now suffered by the West. 

“Nothing startling in the way of augmenting the revenue was considered 
in Saskatchewan; rather an attempt was forecasted of endeavoring to reduce 
expenditures to the lowest possible point consistent, with efficiency and 
proper administration. The idea of imposing a Provincial income tax has 
not met with favor in Saskatchewan in view of the fact that it would ‘mean a 
triple income tax, such taxes being already levied by the Dominion and city 
and town municipalities. 

A second outstanding problem which demanded attention at Rewtink. and 
is also to the fore in the Provinces to’ the east and west, was the proper en- 
forcement of the, prohibitory liquor laws., Demands were made on the Gov- 
erament to abandon the present Saskatchewan Temperante Act and to revert 

, lo the po.icy of restricted sale of liquor by the Government itself. To ‘all 
‘such demands the Government and Legislature turned a deaf ear, and the | 
view. prevailed and was overwhelmingly sustained that every effert should be! 
put forth. to give the Act a fair trial. The result was the passage of numer- 
ous amendments all designed to further strengthen the Act and close the’ 
loopholes. through which’ the lawbreaker could "escape and the bootlegger 
bracttce his many and devious devices, 

By resolution the Legislature reaffirmed its position on the Customs 
tariff by demanding a general lowering of duties on article of prime necessity | 
to the ‘agricultural producer. Unquestionably there was much force in the 
contention of D. H. McDonald, of North Qu’Appelle; that, inasmuch as the 
tariff is subject to Federal jurisdiction and contro exclusively, the Legisla- 
ture was going outside its domain in. passing tfpon jt, and in taking such a 
stand he occupied sound constitutional ground. However, the tariff is no 
‘longer a partizan question in Saskatchewan, but is now regarded purely as an 
economic issue, As such the present Saskatchewan Legislature, like its 
predecessors, felt that it should, as the only body entitled to speak for the 
whoie Province, officially declare its ¥#ews inasmuch as the tariff undoubted- 
ly has & direct snd profound effect on the agricultural prosperity of the 
Province. 
the same spirit and from the same economic point_of view as the demand for 
lower freight rates. “entrusted with promoting the welfare of the Province, 
‘the Legisiature spoke the mind of the people on these questions. , 

Taken as a whole, the session was uneventful. An unusually large 
number of Bills were considered, but these, for the-most part, were for the 
purpose of amending existing statutes as experience in their administration 
had demonstrated to be necessary. Unlike preceding sessions, there was 
no officially organized and recognized: Opposition party. Nevertheless, there 
was close watch maintained upon all Governmént legislation, constructive 
criticism offered, and the necessary and effective spur provided to keep the 
Government careful in its handling of public business.
